French kom a recent report of E. L. Harris, 
Chambers of United States consul at Eihenstock, Ger- 
Commerce. many, many interesting things concern- 
ing French chambers of commerce may be learned. 
A chamber of commerce in France may be established 
only by act of the government. They are created only 
after a thorough investigation as to the utility of such 
an institution in the district where it is demanded. 
There are one hundred and thirty-seven chambers of 
commerce in France, including those in Algiers and 
Tunis, and twenty-eight in the French colonies. There 
are also twenty-seven French chambers of commerce 
in foreign countries. 

The duties of a French chamber of commerce are to 
furnish the government with such advice and informa- 
tion as may be required concerning commercial and in- 
dustrial facts and interests. The chambers must make 
a thorough study of all the conditions surrounding 
public works, harbors, rivers, navigation, postoffices, 
railroads, and so forth, in their respective districts, and 
be able to furnish the government with reliable infor- 
mation at any time. Especially has this been the case 
in aiding the government to prepare tariff legislation 
and commercial treaties. The chambers are often call- 
ed upon by the government to provide part of the 
funds necessary for the execution of such public works 
as harbor improvements, the equipment of working 
plants or ports, construction of telephone and tele- 
graph lines, and so forth. In such cases, the chambers 
are authorized by special acts of parliament to contract 
loans for this purpose. The cost of the improvements 
now under construction in the port of Havre, for ex- 
ample, is estimated at $5,790,000, of which the gov- 
ernment provides $3,332,750 and the chamber of com- 
merce in that city $2,457,250. French chambers of 
commerce also take a lively interest in the founding of 
commercial and industrial schools. 

French chambers of commerce in foreign countries 
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are to a certain. extent independent organizations. 
Their object is to protect French interests in furnish- 
ing to the government and the chambers of commerce 
in France such reports and information as may tend 
to promote the commerce and industry of France. 
They are also called upon to furnish statistics, to or- 
ganize museums of samples, to serve as tribunals of 
arbitration and conciliation concerning commercial dis- 
agreements between resident Frenchmen, and to keep 
in touch with the French consular representatives. The 
yearly subvention budget of the French government 
to-day includes $19,300 for the purpose of helping 
these chambers of commerce in every part of the 
world. These institutions are placed on an equality 
with the home chambers, with which they maintain 
regular correspondence. When requested, they ap- 
point reliable agents in foreign countries and give in- 
formation concerning the standing and credit of busi- 
ness houses. 

The systematic work of the French chambers of 
commerce is of great value, while the twenty-seven 
chambers established in as many emporiums of trade 
in different parts of the world may well serve as mod- 
els for other countries contemplating the organization 
of similar institutions. The chambers of commerce 
in the colonies have been of valuable service in giving 
information to the government and colonists about the 
climate, cost of labor, the capital necessary to exploit 
concessions of various kinds, natural resources, native 
products, cost of inland freight, and so forth. They 
have also done much to assist the mother country in 
introducing public works, and have taken the initiative 
in starting all sorts of enterprises, such as railroads, 
plantations and mines. 


AFTER thousands of years of disease and 
suffering, we are learning that health is 
synonymous with pure air and pure 
water. Every city is taking great pains to insure a 
pure water supply. Millions have been spent on the 
Chicago drainage canal and the Croton aqueduct. 
The neglected well and the typhoid epidemic have 
been shown to be immediately related. But as re- 
gards pure air, we seem to have shown a deplorable 
lack of progress. People who keep gold fish, keep 
plant life in the water and change the latter frequent- 
ly, as they know that water that the fish have 
“breathed” over and over again must become toxic 
if not renewed frequently and rendered healthful by 
plant life. However, few people seem to make any 
great ado over being forced to breathe vitiated air

again and again. 

Of late the cold air duct has come to be looked on 
as indispensable in furnace work, but it is questionable 
if the location of this invaluable adjunct of warm air 
heating has received proper attention. Mrs. Smith 
would not think of allowing her household treasures 
to play in the miasmatic atmosphere of mouldy cellars 
or decaving garbage or vegetation, and yet she thinks 
nothing of flooding her entire house with heated air 
drawn in from a cold air duct which takes its supply 
from the cellar, outdoors or some other indefinite place 
where conditions are not at all what they should be.

While en route to Australia in the interest of Eata- 
wheata, he was shipwrecked on Walabangog Island, 
and the gentle and primitive Walabangogians showed 
great joy and enthusiasm, as he was seen borne by the 
waves to their all-too-hospitable shore. 

Now, the breakfast food man was nobody’s chump, 
but a party of great intuition, and his suspicions were 
aroused by the signs of elaborate preparation for his 
arrival. So when his makeshift craft struck shore, 
he struck for the woods, followed at a respectful dis- 
tance by the reception committee. 


The health food genius took refuge in a bamboo . 


tree, while his pursuers, including the king and the 
entire population, gathered around him and sang a 
significant ditty touching upon their love for him and 
the desirability of “two living as one,” the import of 
which was not lost upon the man from Cattle Brick. 

That genius then addressed the crowd from the bam- 
boo tree shown in the accompanying cut as his rostrum 
on the merits of Eatawheata so convincingly that the 
Walabangogians became vegetarians and Abiram 
Wodpooper of Cattle Brick became Chief Cerealist and 
Health Food Preparer of Walabangog. 

He was instructed by the beneficent king to continue 
the good work and keep alive the interest in the new 
fare. ’ 

But the promotion and manufacture of Eatawheata 
soon became an irksome task to Mr. Wodpooper, who, 
when he realized that he was safe, ceased to tell the 
story ‘of the excellence of the product, and gave over 
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its preparation to assistants, while he conducted clan- 
destine flirtations with the Walabangogian belles. 

Gradually the islanders ceased to enthuse over the 
cereal diet, and it was whispered that the quality of 
the product was deteriorating. 

One morning the king arose from the wrong side 
of his couch and, finding his breakfast bowl of un- 
usually poor quality, he gave orders that the pot be 
again brought forth and that the health food emissary 
be parboiled and pickled. 

Such was the beginning and the end of vegetarian- 
ism in the Island of Walabangog. 

Is there not a lesson in this artless tale for hard- 
ware manufacturers and stove makers? Look in 
the picture and see J. Wodpooper just before harangu- 
ing his interesting audience on the subject of Eata- 
wheata. Who can doubt but that his message was 
one of burning eloquence and that he advertised that 
famous food in a way to stimulate the cannibalistic 
appetites of the gentle Walabangogians? Later on, 
he imagined that the name and fame of Eatawheata 
were eternally established through the one spurt of 
advertising he gave it from the bamboo tree, and was 
disillusioned too late. 

There are some manufacturers who a few years ago 
found themselves up bamboo trees with the prospect 
of being gulped up by cannibalistic commercialism 
very close at hand. Then they advertised their goods 
and established a footing. Now, because they have a 
few orders on hand they are treading in the treacher- 
ous sands of over-confidence and assume that all fu- 
ture effort is unnecessary. 

They imagine that the interest in their goods created 
by bamboo tree advertising will last forever. 

Sometime hence, it may be only a month or two, 
these manufacturers will find themselves back in the 
bamboo tree again, if they are lucky enough to escape 
a quick trip to the pot. Then by again advertising the 
excellence of their goods they may safely come down 
a second time. But why experiment? Why not keep 
a steady run of orders ahead by continuous advertis- 
ing? Why not tell your business story to-day in order 
to secure to-morrow’s business, rather than put it off 
until it’s a bamboo tree case of sell or bust, convert 
cannibals or be benevolently assimilated ?

a dozen, with discount to boot. While these shovels 
are a cheap purchase for you or for me, their price 
to some of the largest hardware jobbers is $5,000 per 
dozen. This is no joke. If Mr. Cauliflower of Cauli- 
flower &-Co., the shovel makers, should offer Beets, 
Turnip & Co., the millionaire hardware jobbers, a 
dozen of these the real price to the latter would be, as 



















































I said, some $500 a spade. Cauliflower & Co. do not 
ask jobbers for these fancy prices for their D handle, 
square-point, polished steel shovels, but the latter are 
in the position of Danglars in the Count of Monte 
Cristo. Readers of that famous novel will remember 
how the corrupt banker fleeing with his booty fell into 
the hands of Italian brigands, who made him pay 30,- 
ooo francs for a loaf of bread, 10,000 francs for a bot- 
tle of wine and other prices that cause those asked by 
Swiss hotels to pale into insignificance. The Ameri- 
can hardware jobber, like Danglars, has fallen into 
the hands of bold, bad banditti, according to F. E. 
Kohler & Co. of Canton, O. The hardware jobbers, 
according to this concern, who are in a position to 
know, “are compelled to buy only from this trust or 
forfeit all of their rebates that accumulate during a 
period of three or six months,-as the case ‘may be. 
These rebates are paid for quantities and depend upon 
all shovels purchased during a stated period being 
bought only of members of the trust. Ifa single dozen 
is bought from an outside manufacturer (that is, one 
who is not a member of the trust), such jobber forfeits 
all his rebates.” So it can readily be seen how an 
ordinary, every-day, anti-trust shovel such as is shown 
herewith might cost the hardware jobber its weight in 
precious metals if the shovel trust should catch him 
with the goods on his person. 

The dealer, however, is free. He can ignore trust 
ultimatums and tell trust agents to try the sulphur 
springs of Infernoville as a nerve cure, and his inde- 
pendence is the silver lining to the commercial clouds 
that lower over the factories of the anti-trust shovel 
maker. As long as no octopus can ‘stifle the dealer 
there is a chance for all. 

* * * 

THE raw recruit may now be perfected in tar- 
get practice without wasting any ammunition or 
exposing himself and others to the dangers resulting 
from carelessness and poor marksmanship. This can 
be accomplished by using a new apparatus recently 
patented by a Swedish inventor. The apparatus com- 
prises a dummy gun mounted upon a universally 
jointed support which permits the gun to be pointed to 
any desired direction. A pointer co-operates with this 
support to indicate even the slightest movements of the 
gun. The parts are normally so adjusted that when 
the gun is aimed diréctly at the target the pointer regis- 
ters with a bull’s eye mark at the center of a glass disk 
on the front of the apparatus. A clamping device is 
actuated, when the trigger is pulled, to lock all the 
parts against further movement. Deviations from the 
proper aim may then be determined by noting the posi- 
tion of the pointer. In practice it may be found desir- 
able to secure a mirror in front of the registering disk 
so as to reflect the position of the pointer to the marks- 
man. The unskillful operator being provided with a 
registering target close at hand can thus more readily 
observe his defective aim and more quickly learn to 
perfect himself in target practice.

THE Supreme Court of Michigan has just decided a 
very interesting damage suit in the case of Burgess vs. 
Stowe. It appears that an elevator in the defendant's 
store was in an open shaft guarded by two doors, gen- 
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erally open, and also by a safety gate three feet high, 
made of slats. It was necessary to raise this gate 
before entering the elevator. No one was regularly in 
charge of the elevator, and any one of the defendant's 
employes operated it as occasion demanded. The 
plaintiff and defendant, being about to go to an upper 
floor, walked to the shaft, the doors of which were 
open and the gate in place. The defendant raised the 
gate to reach the cable, stepped back and called “eleva- 
tor,” a usual warning that he was about to use the ele- 
vator, and not an invitation to enter. The plaintiff, 
supposing it to be an invitation to enter, stepped for- 
ward and fell down the elevator shaft. In an action 
for injuries received, the court held that the plaintiff, 
in acting on what he believed was the invitation of the 
defendant to enter the elevator, was not guilty of con- 
tributory negligence, and that a motion to direct a ver- 
dict for the defendant was properly refused; that the 
intent of the defendant in calling “elevator” would not 
relieve him from liability, and that the plaintiff, in act- 
ing upon the invitation of the defendant, was not bound 
to exercise the care that would otherwise be required 


of him.

THE ANTICIPATED change in the movements of iron 
and steel in the foreign trade of the United States 
did not make itself as apparent in the August record 
as was expected by students of this subject. The 
figures of the August imports and exports of iron 
and steel just presented by the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, 
show that the imports of iron and steel in August, 
1903, were $3,440,100 in value, against $3,529,676 in 
the preceding month—July—and against $4,123,314 
in August of last year. Thus the falling off of imports 
of iron and steel in August, compared with the pre- 
ceding month, amounted to less than $100,000, and 
compared with August of last year amounted to $683,- 
214. Practically all of the reduction occurs in ingots, 
blooms, slabs, billets and bars of steel and tin plates. 
The quantity of ingots, blooms, slabs, billets and bars 
of steel, and steel in forms not otherwise specified, im- 
ported in the month of August, 1903, was 45,650,655 
pounds, against 74,076,956 pounds in July, 1903, and 
87,420,104 pounds in August, 1902. In tin plate the 
importation of August, 1903, was 6,977,012 pounds, 
against 11,598,703 pounds in July, 1903, and 6,287,106 
pounds in August, 1902. While the reduction in these 
two items shown in pounds seems large, the actual re- 
duction, as already shown, is less than $100,000, as 
compared with the preceding month of the present 
year, while for the eight months ending with August 
the total value was $32,289,525, against $23,456,760 
in the corresponding eight months of last year, and 
$12,210,382 in the corresponding eight months of the 


preceding year, I9OI.

The 
heater is simple and compact in construction and adapt- 
ed to be easily slipped into place on a common gas jet. 

The Williams Stove Lining Co., Taunton, Mass., 
send us a postal circular showing cuts of their style 
Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of artificial coal or incandescent fuel 
for natural gas stoves and basket grates. Style No. 1 
is irregular in shape and runs about 200 in a cubic 
foot. Style No. 2 is 2x2%4x2% and runs about 180 in 
a cubic foot. Style No. 3 is 134x154x2% and runs 
about 240 in a cubic foot. 


The Joliet Stove Works, Joliet, Ill., send us some 
enameled blotters calling attention to the hinged top 
on their steel ranges. This provides a practical and 
easy way to get at the fire, either to poke it or for 
broiling or toasting. Another enameled blotter they 
send us shows cuts of Moore’s fire keeper, which is 
air tight, with ground joints. It is guaranteed to burn 
any kind of coai and to hold fire forty-eight hours. 

The Gem City Stove Co., Dayton, Ohio, send us 
a circular describing the Clermont steel cook for coal 
or wood. This cook has a body lined with heavy as- 
bestos board, which has extra heavy ventilated fire 
box lining and extension in back of fire box so as to 
take in 24-inch wood ; also bailed ash pans, side swing 
hearth-plate, spring balanced drop oven door forming 
oven shelf, and roomy top with heavy braced centers. 

S. Tuttle, New York, N. Y., has invented a hot air 
register in which an enlarged opening from a lower 
room to an upper is secured by projecting the register 
some distance into the room, thus allowing a portion 
of the floor to be cut out for a larger pipe than can 
be passed up through the ordinary partition. Another 
object is to control the air delivered by directing it 
wholly, partly or not at all into either the lower or 
upper room.

TO BAR STOVES OF OUTSIDE PACTORIES. 





The Detroit Free Press of Sept. 24th contains the 
following interesting article: 

“The Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association of this 
city and the stove manufacturers are laying plans about 
which they do not want the public to know anything. 
Meetings are being held between representatives of the 
makers of stoves and a committee of the retail dealers, 
the second gathering of this kind being held at the 
Normandie hotel last evening, all of the stove factories 
being represented. 

“When the meeting was over those that participated 
kept all their information nailed up. When Chairman 
Miller, of the retailers’ committee, was asked what had 
transpired, he said: “We don’t care to have the public 
know at this time what we are doing. The cry would 
go up at once, “Oh, there’s another trust to raise 
prices.” ’ 

“Mr. Miller thought a while, and then he added: 
“You can say that we are preparing to keep the stoves 
of outside manufacturers out of Detroit. You see, 
stove men from Cleveland, Buffalo and other places 
are sending their stoves in here, and Detroit stoves 
are good enough.’ 

“Whatever the deal is, the arrangements do not ap- 
pear to have been perfected, as there is to be another 
meeting in two weeks.” 

We can hardly believe that the Detroit stove makers 
would pursue so illiberal a policy as this, and one as 
certain to have reactionary effects at a later period. 

The Peninsular Stove Co., Detroit, Mich., write us 
as follows regarding this matter under date of Oct. 
ist: “In regard to any negotiations between the retail 
stove dealers and manufacturers of Detroit, we would 
say that as far as our knowledge extends there is 
nothing in it.” 

The Detroit Stove Works, Detroit, Mich., write us 
as follows regarding this matter under cover of Oct. 
Ist: ‘We do not know of any special arrangement re- 
garding retail dealers selling only goods made in De- 
troit. We are, however, working harmoniously with 
the Detroit Hardware Dealers’ Association and help- 
ing them to the best of our ability to have all manu- 
facturers discontinue the retailing of stoves and cast- 
ings, also helping and urging them to get a better mar- 
gin of profit than some of them have been obtaining 
in the past and in time we hope the retail dealers will 
see that it is more profitable to handle Detroit made 
goods than those made outside, but it will be entirely 
optional with them.”

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SOME EXHIBITS AT THE ILLINOIS STATE PAIR. 





The Illinois State Fair held at Springfield Sept. 
26th to Oct. 3d, inclusive, was a marked success in 
every way; the number of attendants were unusually 
large, it being estimated that there were 75,000 people 
on the grounds on Thursday. 

The number of exhibitors of buggies and implements 
of various kinds was unusually extensive, while ex- 
hibits of cattle and other live stock were inferior to 
those made at fairs in some other states. 

It is a mooted point among manufacturers whether 
or not exhibits at these fairs return adequate results 
for the heavy outlay. The idea with which manufac- 
turers go into these exhibits is to help the dealer by 
familiarizing the public with their goods. They pay 
heavy freight charges, etc., require the service of sev- 
eral of their best men for fifteen hours or more daily, 
and in case of rainy weather or tardy setting up they 
have only a brief period in which to make good. 

Herewith is a brief resume of some of the exhibits 
in which stove and hardware dealers will be interested : 

STOVES. 

The Estate of P. D. Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich., had 
a most attractive exhibit. They occupied two hand- 
some white pavilions, one 26x30 feet, and the other 
22x26 feet on the main floor of the Exposition Build- 
ing. These pavilions were connected by an arch made 
of electric lights. One of these pavilions was devoted 
to a display of thirteen Round Oak steel and cast 
ranges and cooks, while two Round Oak furnaces and 
twenty-one Round Oak and Beckwith heaters were 
shown in the other pavilion. The visitors to the ex- 
hibit were entertained by a corps of this firm’s suave 
salesmen, including R. R. Elliott, J. H. Parker, George 
T. Adams, C. Hayden and G. D. Hughes. Their regis- 
try showed 1,500 to 2,000 names of visiting friends of 
the Round Oak goods. Their pavilions were hand- 
somely decorated with palms and American beauties, 
while handsome rugs on the floor gave a rich effect. 
The American flag was also used for tasteful draping 
effect, and as one of their representatives said, “their 
exhibit contained three American beauties, the Round 
Oak, the American Beauty rose and the flag of our 
country.” This firm extended their hospitalities freely 
to the trade and the general public. They had settees 
for the accommodation of the guests, and invited them 
to make their pavilions their headquarters. They also 
had a porter to look after the comfort of visitors, to 
check their coats, etc., and their whole exhibit exem- 
plified the idea of “doing it right.” The visitors made 
a heavy demand on the tasteful Round Oak booklets, 
showing Round Oak specialties given out by this firm, 
and also for the pretty little souvenir of the nickel- 
plated miniature Round Oak stove attached to a cord 
so it could be used as a watch guard. 

George M. Clark & Company, Chicago, had a hand- 
some exhibit in charge of John C. Buckley and Geo. 
N. Janes. They were showing fifteen stoves, includ- 
ing Chicago jewel steel ranges, gas and gasolene stoves. 
Their exhibit was tastefully decorated with palms and 
was adorned by a number of signs of their goods. 
They were giving away, what they claimed was the 
most useful souvenir to be secured at the Fair in the 
shape of nickel-plated egg separators. They also gave 





away some strong yellow tape measures, and cook 
books, and their exhibit was constantly besieged by 
those desirous of securing these attractive souvenirs. 

The Gem City Stove Co., Quincy, Ill., had a full 
line of stoves, ranges, German heaters and German 
furnaces. Their exhibit was decorated with palms and 
was in charge of John Merkel, Theodore Schultz and 
A. Dunker. They were giving away what appeared at 
a distance to be silver dollars, but on close inspection 
turned out to be aluminized circular medals showing 
a cut of the German heater. 

The Quick Meal Stove Co., St. Louis, Mo., had an 
attractive exhibit of eleven Quick Meal steel ranges in 
charge of H. P. Gingrich, who has visited the Illinois 
trade for a number of years. Mr. Gingrich was giving 
away a little drawing book for children, and also a 
nickel-plated pancake turner. 

The Culter & Proctor Stove Co., Peoria, IIl., had 
a striking exhibit in a large tent on the ground. This 
was in charge of R. A. Culter, A. L. Culter, H. G. 
Culter and M. N. Hagaman. They were showing a 
sample line of their ranges, cooks and heaters, includ- 
ing the Peoria Lexington steel range, Sterling Lexing- 
ton steel range, Active Mascot steel range, Brilliant 
Peoria base burner and three styles of Peoria Oaks. 
The star attraction of their exhibit, however, was one 
of their King Bee air blast stoves in operation in front 
of their tent. This stove was constantly the center of 
a large group of interested spectators. 


WIRE AND IRON FENCING. 


Few branches of the hardware business have shown 
such a marked impetus during the last few years as 
that of wire and iron fencing. The manufacturers of 
these goods were out in force at the Fair. While they 
all admitted the intensity of competition, all spoke of 
the increase in their business as very gratifying. The 
Page Woven Wire Fence Co., of Adrian, Mich., were 
represented by Robert Darnton, C. W. Baker, L. L. 
Donaldson and Wm. Kirkpatrick. They were showing 
an attractive line of wrought iron fences, gates, arches, 
etc., and also the Page coiled steel wire fence. They 
were giving away as a souvenir a square button, show- 
ing a section of their Page fencing, and also a paring 
knife and a paper cutter made of the same material as 
their fencing, the latter being handsomely nickel- 
plated. . 

The Boley Wire Fence Co., of Sandusky, Ohio, 
were represented by W. E. Harp and were showing a 
complete line of the Boley heavy woven wire fencing, 
fastened by their patent clamp. 

The Cyclone Woven Wire Fence Co., Holley, Mich., 
were represented by J. P. Arthur and H. W. Melius. 
They were showing a line of fence machines, lawn and 
farm gates and fences, and crimped and spiral fence 
pickets. 

The Frankfort Iron Fence Co., Frankfort, Ind., with 
F. A. Colver as manager, were showing a line of steel, 
iron, lawn, farm and cemetery fences; also iron farm 
fence posts and hitching posts. 

The Enterprise Foundry & Fence Co., Indianapolis, 
Ind., were showing a line of iron and wire fences.

LAWLESSNESS OF THE SHOVEL TRUST. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Much has been said in the papers about the incon- 
sistency and arbitrary actions of labor leaders and the 
consequent lawlessness of their followers. No one 
can truly say that everything that has been said is 
not only too true. But should not the intelligent busi- 
ness people set them better examples? What can be 
expected of a lot of uneducated men, who have noth- 
ing to lose and everything to gain by an upheaval of 
our social system and overthrow of our government, 
when combines of educated gentlemen of supposed 
honorable and fair-minded disposition set such exam- 
ples as, for instance, the shovel trust? No worse in- 
timidation or forced boycott is practiced than by this 
coterie of business men. To force out competition the 
wholesalers, known as hardware jobbers, are compelled 
to buy only from this trust or forfeit all of their re- 
bates that accumulate during a period of three or six 
months, as the case may be. These rebates are paid 
for quantities and depend upon all shovels purchased 
during a stated period being bought only of members 
of the trust. If a single dozen is bought from an out- 
side manufacturer (that is, one not a member of the 
trust), such jobber forfeits al/ his rebates. This leaves 
the independent manufacturer no alternative than to sell 
his output to the dealer direct, ignoring the jobber, 
who is tied up to the combine entirely. The outside or 
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independent manufacturer has no other alternative, as 
this clique refuse to recognize any but the original 
members. Does it not behoove the dealers of the en- 
tire country to take a hand in this game of freeze-out 
and to refuse to buy trust-made goods? This exclu- 
sive combine must be fought with its own weapons or 
the dealer will also soon be dictated to as to what he 
dare or dare not buy. I repeat, what can be expected 
of labor leaders when such examples are set them? 
True, the trust does not come at the jobber with a shot- 
gun and dynamite as labor agitators do, but they attack 
the jobber’s pocketbook, and what is life without the 
wherewithal to live? One method is nearly as bad as 
the other, as is illustrated by the story of a sailor, who, 
while on a journey to London, was attacked by a foot- 
pad. When met with the demand, “Hand over your 
money or I’ll blow your brains out,” he answered, 
“Blow away, you land-lubber; I would rather go to 
London without brains than without money.” Let the 
dealers take the stand indicated and they will soon 
break this vile conspiracy.

AN OPEN LETTER. 








A. C. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., 
the well-known Chicago hardware jobbers, has given 
out the following interesting open letter on the sub- 
ject of labor questions in Chicago, under cover of 
September 25th last: 

Chicago, September 25, 1903. 
Dear Sir: 

EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYE CAN CALMLY REVIEW THE PAST. 

Has not the day arrived when Employer and Employe 
can together calmly review the past, study “The Signs of the 
Times,” and reach the same conclusion regarding the results 
of the war now being waged, in our city, between Capital 
and Labor, should it be long continued? ; 

As Money Capital and Labor Capital are unquestionably 
dependent upon each other, is it wise to continue a conflict 
which must necessarily score severe losses to both? 

For the purposes of this letter, we need only to casually 
review the various steps which have led to present conditions. 


LABOR ONCE NEGLECTED. 

It is generally acknowledged that, in the human greed 
for money, the rapid growth of business, the formation of 
corporations, and the great consolidations which have oc- 
curred during the past few years, the interests of Labor Cap- 
ital did not receive-all the consideration to which they were 
entitled. 

A LAUDABLE PURPOSE. 

Workmen, individually, could not command the attention 
which their. requests or demands merited, and they felt com- 
pelled to form Unions for the purpose of making themselves 
heard, and of asserting their rights, which they intended to 
do by just and legal means. The purpose was a laudable one, 
and the outcome has, in many instances, justified the hopes 
of the organizers by placing Labor upon its rightful basis, 
increasing wages, shortening hours of work, and improving 
sanitary and other conditions. 

IN UNION THERE IS STRENGTH. 

In Union there is strength, but in Unions there may exist 
elements of weakness, which will eventually neutralize much 
of the good that has been accomplished, undermine the Unions 
themselves, and jeopardize their very existence. 

In the outset, the leaders were, as a rule, thoughtful, fair- 
minded men (fortunately many of these’ men are still lead- 
ers), and the rank and file was composed of those who earn- 
estly and consistently sought to formulate and execute plans 
which should improve their own condition and that of their 
fellow members, without injustice to others, either workmen 
or employers. 

LATER LABOR LEADERS. 

Unfortunately, as Time went on, and as both Unions 
and their membership greatly increased in numbers, the of- 
ficial control of affairs, the making of rules, and the general 
legislation too frequently came under the control of men 
who wanted to display an authority to which they were un- 
accustomed; to add to their personal income; to increase 
their political influence; or, having lost their heads, to vicious- 
ly injure Capital (Money Capital) with little reference to 
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the effect upon Labor. They are the men who have, not in- 
frequently, encouraged and even insisted upon enforcing un- 
reasonable demands by legal or illegal means. They are the 
unthinking men who do not realize than an effective blow 
aimed at Capital always cripples Labor. 

UNIONS ARE LOSING SYMPATHY OF GENERAL PUBLIC. 


With increased numbers, drawn from all classes of work- 
men; with too little attention paid to qualifications; the adop- 
tion of rules which ignored the differences in capability, but 
compelled all men to be classed with the lower grade work- 
men, thus stifling ambition and necessarily making the quality 
of workmanship inferior; the reducing of intelligent and ef- 
ficient workmen to the level of machines by fixing their 
maximum output at a point below their natural producing 
power; the petty quarrels of Unions among themselves over 
the right to do special small bits of work in a large job, 
the Unions are losing and must more and more lose the 
sympathy and support of the general public. What is of 
vastly more importance to every citizen of Chicago is the 
fact that while the better class of Union men stand for law, 
order, and the rights of their fellow men, the irresponsible 
and ignorant court the assistance of hoodlums and criminals 
in defying the law and in denying the rights of others, and 
at the same time bring disgrace upon the organizations to 
which they belong. It should not be disputed by the most 
radical that a body of men, either legally or not legally con- 
stituted, has no more right to say what disposition any law- 
abiding fellow citizen, not a member, shall make of his time, 
labor, or money than it has to say how he shall vote. Still 
farther than this, when that body undertakes by force to 
compel obedience to its dictation, it must do so illegally or 
criminally. ; 

UNIONS SHOULD GO BACK TO EARLY PRINCIPLES. 


We all learn from experience, and it is to be hoped that 
the Unions will go back to early principles and depend upon 
their moral influence in securing the personal rights of their 
members rather than upon coercion of either Employer or 
Employe in a manner not sanctioned by law, or endorsed 
by the public. 


RIGHTS OF EMPLOYES MUST BE RECOGNIZED 


The foregoing all leads to the questions: 

Haven’t Employers been taught that the rights of every 
Employe should be recognized before asked for or demanded? 
Haven’t they learned that in the long run such rights must 
be recognized? 

GOVERNMENT MUST PROTECT ALL. 


Do not all Employes realize that ultimately every man, 
Union and Non-union alike, must be protected by the execu- 
tive branch of our Government, without reference to political 
effect, or we shall cease to have a real Government? That 
our courts as rapidly as called upon to render decisions, will 
do so in accordance with the laws upon the statute books, 
regardless of whether verdicts favor Employer or Employe, 
individually or in organization? 

FORCING HARD TIMES. 

In the efforts of Unions to secure for’ their members a 
greater share of present prosperity (too much of which will 
be found to exist only upon paper), are they not liable to 
go to an extreme which will result in future misery and dis- 
tress? If wages are forced to an unnaturally high level, will 
not the! panic which will, as a consequence, be precipitated in 
the labor world on the advent of “Hard Times” (and they 
are bound to come) be not only disastrous to workmen, but 
more disastrous to Unions? What is so certainly assuring 
and hastening the coming of “Hard Times” as the radical 
and unwarranted action of the extremists upon both sides 
of the labor question? 

STRENGTH IN NUMBERS VS. STRENGTH OF MEMBERS. 


When the demand shall be for work and not for work- 
men, what power can hold together in organization willing 
and unwilling members: those who have joined from prin- 
ciple and those who have joined from fear; good workmen 
and poor workmen; those who want to do an honest day’s 
work for a full day’s pay and those who want a full day’s 
pay for the least work they can do; the thrifty and the thrift- 
less? Is not this the proper time to stop and consider which 
is better for Unionism, sttength in numbers, or strength of 
members ? 

WE MUST HOLD OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


Is it not true that the United States ,to keep its present 
position as a manufacturing country among the nations, must 
hold its foreign trade, and that this trade is liable to be lost 
on account of inability to compete in price at cost of produc- 
tion? 

INFLUX OF FOREIGNERS. 

Is it not true that in order to maintain a fair rate of 
wages in every department of industry (not alone in manu- 
facturing) there must be no great influx of foreigners, and 
that they are coming in large numbers, attracted by the pres- 
ent wage scale? 

INCREASE IN COST OF LIVING. 
Is it not a fact that the increase in the cost of living 
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because of the high price of labor in manufacturing the com- 
modities in daily use nearly counterbalances the increase in 
the wages secured by workmen? 

NO NEW ENTERPRISES. 


Are you aware that no manufacturers are starting new 
enterprises in Chicago; that building is now confined to actual 
necessity, and will probably be insignificant in amount dur- 
ing the coming year? 

OTHER CITIES GAIN RAPIDLY. 

Do you know that in other cities in this country, which 
have gained less reputation for labor agitations than has 
Chicago, the growth is much more rapid? 

A QUESTION OF ACTUAL GAIN. 


Have those employers who have been trying to get, at all 
hazards, the most possible work for the least possible expendi- 
ture of money in wages and improved conditions, figured to 
see just how much they have actually saved by pursuing such 
a course? 

STRIKES AND SAVINGS. 

Have those employes who have been crying for strikes 
to enforce demands, whether reasonable or unreasonable, 
made a careful calculation to learn how much larger their 
Savings Bank balances are than they would have been had 
they adopted the plans advised by conservative leaders? 


ALL SHOULD AVERT CALAMITIES. 


Is it not the duty and for the interest of every man who 
gives thought to the future to consider what he may do to- 
wards averting calamities which are sure to befall this com- 
munity if there is not a change in the feeling and relation- 
ship existing between Employer and Employe and between 
fellow workmen? 

AN IDEAL EMPLOYE. 


Should each employer evince a willingness to pay full 
prices for honest labor done in days of reasonable length 
and in suitable environment, with extra pay for extra quality 
or greater production; and should each employe strive to in- 
crease his wages by doing better and more work during those 
“reasonable hours;”—should he as a Union man endeavor 
to eliminate from the manual of his organization all the petty 
rules which detract from his own efficiency and which belittle 
his manhood; should he always vote and act with those 
members who work for permanent good and not for momen- 
tary advantage; should he labor to make his Union attractive 
to the best citizens from among the best workmen, and re- 
pulsive to the indolent, the ignorant, and the vicious—should 
he as a Non-union man make his services so valuable that 
they would always, in “Good Times” and in “Bad Times,” 
insure him employment, and in due time ample protection ; 
should he by his course and influence convince any and every 
Union that men of his character and caliber never become 
members except when the Union is outspoken in word and 
convincing in act that it stands for law and order and the 
rights of every man, and that it is not the football of blatant 
agitators or self-seeking organizer—in other words, should 
every honest, conscientious citizen, employer or employe, do 
his manifest duty at this critical period, Chicago would be 
known for its rapid growth in business, the abundance of its 
labor at good wages, and its general prosperity.

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PLANS FOR CHURCH HEATING. 





LETTER NO. I. 
Mr. “S’s” plan of heating church by using the in- 
side air duct is all right. I would suggest that the 
air duct in rear of church be placed as near the door 
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as possible. In the illustration it is shown as too far 
away from entrance. Also, be sure and get duct 
same capacity as furnace or capacity of hot air regis- 
ter; also make duct in rear much larger than one up 
at pulpit. There is no reason why you should have 
any trouble in that line. I would take outside duct 
clear away from furnace, so there will be no possible 
chance of using it.

. LETTER NO. 2. 


In answer to “S,” of Sept. 16, in regard to heating 
church, will suggest that he take out the cold air 
register -by the platform and connect it with the out- 
side air duct at the west side of the room, and put a 
damper in: outside duct between inside air duct con- 
nection and outside opening. Place the large cold air 
register néar the entrance. As “S” does not say what 
material is used in the construction of the cold air 
ducts, will say that they should be made of galvan- 
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ized sheet iron and all joints soldered where possible, 
and pasted with asbestos paper where impossible to 
solder. 

The capacity of the cold air ducts should be at least 
one-fourth larger than the capacity of hot air register, 
to offset the loss in friction and angles in the long 
cold air ducts. 

After the congregation is seated the outside air 
duct should be opened and the inside duct connecting 
with it closed. E. G. W.

In answer to the inquiry signed “S” in your issue 
of Sept. 26th, I would suggest that he close up the 
outside cold air duct; also the one directly in front of 
the speaker’s platform. Then move the cold air regis- 
ter in the aisle back to the rear of all seats and to a 
point as near the doors as is convenient, and make 
this cold air duct a little bit larger than the hot air 
pipe or outlet. 

The writer has had considerable experience heating 
churches and has found that cold air registers located 
as above is very effective in maintaining an even tem- 
perature all over the room.

TINSHOP HANGING LAMP. 
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To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
As the tinner is doomed to hard labor each working 


day of his existence, and as winter is coming apace, 
he will be toiling long after the mantle of darkness an- 
nounces the close of day. Then he wants more 
light. For his consideration I present an illustration 
of a hanging lamp suitable for shop use (and abuse). 

A A represent two pulley wheels screwed into a 
piece of wood B. Stretch above your bench taut under 
the wheel of each pulley No. 11 wire (see F). D is 
a loop of wire fastened or rather allowed to play loose- 
ly through staples driven in each side of the wood B. 
From its lower part fasten a string or small wire ter- 
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minating in a weight E; a piece of lead will do for a 
weight. C is a % or % round rod of iron. G is the 
lamp. Take a piece of heavy strap iron, cover with 
tin, then form as shown at H and solder to lamp. J 
is a thumbscrew; I a brace; K a shade. The shade 
is attached to lamp by means of a forked or bifurcated 
wire, dropping into two tubes, L, as shown. To 
operate raise weight E and move where desired, the 
weight serving as a brake should the wire F not be 
perfectly level, etc. With thumbscrew J the lamp may 
be raised, lowered or removed from the rod at any 
time. 

By having a special wheel made with no brace on 
one side, as shown (see 1), the rod or single rail can 
be hung so as to make any desired curve and reach any 
part of the shop (see 2 and 3). 

Where gas is not available this form of a lamp and

FEWER SHUT DOWNS THAN IN 1902. 





The tinplate mills throughout the country will not 
shut down to as great an extent this year as they did 
last, when the end of the canning season is reached 
within a few weeks. This is because the mills will 
have the benefit of a portion of the export market, 
given them by the tardy action of the workers last 
autumn. 

It was proposed last fall that the wage rebate ar- 
rangement be put in force in time to capture business 
for the dull season, but when the matter was settled 
most of the season’s business had already been placed 
with the Welsh mills. The fund is enough to cover 
500,000 boxes of export tinplate. 

The fund consists of three per cent of the wages 
paid to the Amalgamated Association employes in 
union mills of the American Tinplate Co., on tinplate 
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made for the domestic. This goes into a special fund. 
When an order is exported, 25 per cent of the wages 
involved in making the plates is paid back to the com- 
pany. Ff

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


There is a slight improvement in the demand on 
pig iron; prices are fairly steady; buyers are looking 
for lower prices and buying is still of a hand-to-mouth 
character. 

The demand evidently is just sufficient to keep the 
plants supplied, in many districts being reported that 
sales have been made at the lowest prices in two years. 
One lot for immediate shipment sold at $15.50, and 
very small lots are said to have been sold at the same 
price. 

There is a small production and the furnace men 
have taken prompt measures to remove this by re- 
ducing the price of pig iron 20 per cent. 

It is understood that this course will be recommend- 
ed by a committee of Eastern pig iron men at the 
adjourned meeting next week. Should this be done 
it is expected that the Southern Pig Iron Association 
will take the same action and will be followed to some 
extent by the furnaces in the Pittsburgh and Valley 
districts. 

The large producers are talking of the necessity of 
reducing the wages, prices having gone so low that 
many of the furnaces cannot make iron at a profit. 





BILLETS. 


Orders in the carload have been most forward this 
week, although on the whole new business has been 
light. A sale of 3,000 tons of wire rods was made to 
a Western manufacturer several days ago, the price 
being $35 f. o. b. at point of debarkation. Prices of 
billets are firm at $28 for Bessemer, $29 for open- 
hearth and $32 for forging, in carload lots, Chicago 
delivery. Open-hearth forging billets out of store are 
quoted 60c to $1.70 per 100 pounds. 





BARS. 


Reports are current that steel bars are _ be- 
ing shaded from $1 to $1.50 a ton, but these are 
denied by producers; it is reported also that in some 
sales the price is guaranteed against declines. New 
business in iron bars, while not of very large tonnage, 
is yet encouraging, coming from all branches of the 
consuming trade. Buyers generally are purchasing 
only in small lots, though their orders come in with re- 
markable regularity, which indicates no great decrease 
in consumption. We quote mill shipments, carload 
lots, Chicago delivery: Iron, 1.50c to 1.55c; Bessemer 
steel, 1.76%4c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.86%c base; 
hoops, in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.06%c; less 
than this amount, 2.164%c. Quotations from ware- 
house stocks: Iron, 1.75¢ for car lots, and 1.85¢ for 
less quantities; steel, 1.90c for car lots and 2c for less 
quantities, rates; hoops, 2.30c to 2.40c; angles, 2.10c 
rates. 





PLATES. 

The market on plates has been quiet this week and 
little change to report. We quote mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery: Tank steel, %4 inch and heavier, 1.75c; 
flange steel, 1.85c. Prices for lots from stock, tank 
steel, 4% inch and heavier, 2c to 2.10c; 3-16, 2.10c to 
2.15c; No. 8, 2.15c to 2.20c; No. 10, 2.30c to 2.35c; 
flange steel, 2.40c to 2.50c. 





STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 

New business on structural material is slow, but 
specifications have been fair this week. Some move- 
ment is reported from jobbers, but the total tonnage 
is not large. We quote mill shipments, Chicago de- 
livery, as follows: Beams and channels, 16 inches and 
under, 1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; universal 
plates, 1.75c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 
and larger, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c. Lots from store, 2.10c 
to 2.25c per 100 pounds, rates. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

The week’s sales of standard rails include some or- 
ders for as high as 2,000 tons, though the majority are 
for smaller tonnages. Light rails and track supplies 
are very active, jobbers having purchased heavily for 
bolts and nuts. Prices are without change. We quote 
standard sections, 500 tons and over, $28; less than 
500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than carload lots, 
$32; second quality rails, $27; 25-pound rails, $32 
to $34; 12-pound rails, $39 to $40, with regular differ- 
entials for intermediate sizes. Track supplies, mill 
shipments: Angle bars, 2c to 2.10c; spikes, first qual- 
ity, 2.20c (out of store, carload lots, 2.25¢ to 2.35c 
rates) ; second quality, 2.10c; track bolts, 334x3%4 with 
square nuts, 2.85c to 3c per 100 pounds; with hexa- 
gon nuts, 3c to 3.10c, with usual differentials for other 
sizes, ' 





WIRE NAILS. 

Contracts previously placed has kept an active move- 
movement in the market this week, shipments being 
made as fast as the car supply will allow, full specifi- 
cations on new orders coming in in ample volume to 
insure continued activity. The tone of the market is 
firm, sales being made at $2.15 to $2.20 in carload 
lots, f. o. b. Chicago, the inside price to jobbers and 
the outside to retailers. Less than carload lots sell at 
5 to 10 cents higher. For galvanizing 75 cents per 
keg and for tinning $1.50 extra per keg is charged. 





CUT NAILS. 

There is an impression that lower prices will be 
the outcome of the next meeting of the association, 
and this result is on a moderate business. Sales have 
continued to be made on the basis of $2.30 in carload 
lots and $2.35 for less than carload lots for steel, Chi- 
cago. Iron nails are quiet, but the supply is only mod- 
erate and sales are made at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg 
from store. 














BARB WIRE. 

The mills leave a goodly lot of orders, but jobbers 
are a little conservative. Specifications are coming in 
freely, especially from the southwest and west, but 
there is also a good inquiry from the northwest. Gal- 
vanized wire is selling on the basis of $2.75 to $2.80 
in carload lots, and painted at $2.45 to $250, the out- 
side price being to retailers. For small lots 5 to 10 
cents extra is charged. Staples in carload lots sell as 
follows: Plain, $2.30 to $2.35, and galvanized, $2.70 
to $2.75, the outside price being to retailers. 


SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

A good supply of orders has been placed with both 
the association and independent mills, new specifica- 
tions coming in rapidly on manufacturers’ contracts. 
Jobbers are also buying to a-fair extent, and the de- 
mand for fencing is especially active with a firm tone, 
prices being as follows: Nos. 6 to 9, $2.05 to $2.10 
in carload lots on track, and $2.15 to $2.20 in less than 
carload lots from store; galvanized, 30 cents extra for 
Nos. 6 to 14, and 60 cents extra for Nos. 15 and 16. 


TAPS AND DIES. 2 


The manufacturers of taps and dies report business 
to be exceedingly good, the demand not having fallen 
off to any appreciable extent. Domestic orders con- 
tinue to come in without a sign of diminishing, the 
only doubt expressed being as to the export trade 
which, with some manufacturers, appears to be letting 
up a little. Prices continue steady. 


OILS. 


The market continues quiet, and demand restricted 
to small lots. The tendency is toward a stronger tone, 
and crushers show no inclination to encourage placing 
orders for future delivery. While the demand is con- 
fined to small quantities, quite a volume of oil is chang- 
ing hands. Large as well as small buyers are supply- 
ing their wants in this manner. Quotations are as fol- 
lows: City raw, 40 cents ; out of town raw, 37 cents per 
gallon. 


CORDAGE. 


The demand for rope has been good up to within a 
week or two, this being the season when purchases 
from manufacturers are likely to show a falling off. 
In consequence the market shows some irregularity 
in prices. Some makers are asking 12 cents for first- 
quality Manila rope, but for large and desirable orders 
are shading this price from % to % cent per pound. 
Quotations of 1114 and 11 cents have also been made, 
but these prices are exceptional and are not representa- 
tive of the general market for pure Manilla rope. Sec- 
ond-quality Manilla is quoted at 1034 to I1 cents, made 
to order. A general quotation for pure sisal appears 
to be 9% cents, while for mixed sisal quotations range 
from 8 to 8% cents per pound. All these quotations 


are on the basis.of 7-16 inch diameter and larger. 


SCYTHES. 
The scythe market is giving some indication of ir- 
regularity, and it is understood that quotations are be-
